SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — Large forces of disap­ 
pointed U. S. troops mopped up 
today in two big Viet Cong hide­ 
outs northwest of Saigon and in 
the central highlands near the 
Cambodian frontier after the 
bulk of guerrillas once more 
had escaped into the jungles. 
For U. S, officers the opera­ 
tion by more than 8,000 Ameri­ 
cans and Australians 35 miles 
from the capital was particular­ 
ly 
annoying. 
Although 
they 
raised the Viet Cong death toll 
to 84 and captured 38 in the four 
days of Operation Crimp, they 
had hoped for far better results 
from the biggest American of­ 
fensive of the war. 
Their goal was to snare a 
Communist 
regiment on the 
edge of the Iron Triangle, an old 
guerrilla redoubt that has been 
Communist territory since the 
days of the French Indochina 
war. But only rear-guard ele­ 
ments put up a fight while the 
main enemy force vanished. 
Paratroopers of the 17 3rd Air­ 
borne Brigade took on one guer­ 
rilla band in a brisk fight Mon­ 
day and killed 29 Communists, 
U. S., spokesmen reported. An­ 
other 16 bodies were found after 
an air attack. 
Soldiers of the 1st Infcmtry 
Division killed six more guer­ 
rillas in a 20-minute gun battle 
when the Reds tried to protect a 
large tunnel containing 
15 
bales of cotton and six tons of 
rice. 
While U. S. troops explored a 
maze 
of 
tunnels underneath 
more than 100 houses in the 
area, soldiers of the Royal Aus­ 
tralian Regiment reported kill­ 
ing three Viet Cong in small 
actions in the afternoon and 
finding five more bodies. 
A U. S, spokesman reported 
"only light, sporadic contact in 
the wnole battle area" by to­ 
night. 
Equally frustrating was an 
eight-day search for guerrillas 
by the U. S. 1st cavalry, Air­ 
mobile, Division in the central 
highlands 
on the Cambodian 
frontier, not far from the la 
Drang Valley where the Flying 
Horsemen battled it out with 
North Vietnamese regularslast 
November. 
This time the Communists 
hurriedly pulled out, abandon­ 
ing four rest camps capable of 
accommodating 3,000 guerril­ 
las. The cavalrymen destroyed 
the camps.

Lindsay called the walkout 
an illegal strike.

Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
had been scheduled to brief the 
House Foreign Affairs Commit­ 
tee this morning on the Viet 
Nam situation. But he left for 
India shortly after midnight as 
a member of the UJ5.delegation 
to the funeral of Indian Prime 
Minister Lai Bahadur Shastri. 
Presidential press secretary 
Bill D. Moyers disclosed the 
UjS.-North Vietnamese contact 
late Monday but refused to tell 
more — including how, when or 
where it came about. 
It was learned that a U^.dip­ 
lomat met for a few minutes 
with a Hanoi representative and 


handed him a m essage con­ 
cerning U.S. proposals 
for 
peace in Viet Nam. 
The two officials w ere report­ 
ed to have exchanged routine 
rem arks, but not to nave en­ 
gaged in any substantive nego­ 
tiations. 
Johnson has offered uncondi­ 
tional discussions. To this the 
Communists have not yet given

Life Goes on 
As Usual 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
Millions of mourning Indians 
packed the streets of New Delhi 
today as the body of Prim e Min­ 
iste r Lai Bahadur Snastri was 
brought home for crem ation be­ 
side the sacred Jumna River. 
As representatives of govern­ 
ments hurried from around the 
world to attend the funeral rites 
Wednesday, the w orld's leaders 
poured in tributes to the frail 
little man who struggled for 19 
storm y months after the death 
of Jawaharlal Nehru to lead 
this troubled land of 460 million 
people. 
Within hours after S hastri's 
death from a heart attack, In­ 
d ia's new prim e m inister, Gul- 
zarilal Nanda, prom ised to car­ 
ry through his p red ecesso r's fi­ 
nal work—the peace pledge he 
signed 
with Pakistan a fe.v 
hours before he died. 
Shastri, 61, died early today in 
the Soviet city of Tashkent. The 
5-foot-2, 
110-pound 
prim e 
m inister had signed a lim ited 
peace pact Monday with Pakis­ 
tani President Mohammed Ayub 
Khan agreeing to pull 
their 
forces 
back from territo ry 
seized during the September 
war between India and Pakis­ 
tan. 
Nanda in a nationwide broad­ 
cast said Snastri died "after 
successfully 
concluding 
a 
mighty effort for peace. We 
shall honor the agreem ent he 
made and implement it faithful­ 
ly.” 
A Soviet plane bore the re­ 
mains of the humble-born little 
leader across the Hindu Kush 
Mountains 
to 
India's 
dusty 
plains. 
A yub 
Khan, 
whose 
forces 
fought Indian troops in a bloody 
22-day undeclared war last Sep­ 
tem ber, and Soviet 
Prem ier 
Ale*xei N. Kosygin, wno has host 
to 
the Tashkent conference, 
helped carry S hastri's coffin to 
the plane in the Soviet Asian 
city. 
Kosygin left shortly after to 
attend the funeral. A yub re­ 
turned to Rawalpindi, the Pak­ 
istani capital. 
Vice 
President 
Hubert H. 
Humphrey 
and 
Secretary of 
Siate 
Dean Rusk flew from 
Washington 
for 
the funeral. 
They were accompanied by two 
form er UJS. am bassadors to 
India, Sen. John Sherman Coop­ 
e r, R-Ky., and John Kenneth 
Galbraith. 
Queen Elizabeth II sent Earl 
Mountbatten, last viceroy and 
first governor general of India, 
to represent her. 
Tributes to Shastri poured in 
from many parts of the world. 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
India's new prim e m inister, 
Gulzarilal Nanda, is a trade un­ 
ion veteran who in the past year 
jailed more than 1,000 Commu­ 
nists while home m inister. 
Like all leaders of India's rul­ 
ing Congress party, the 67-year- 
old prim e m inister is a disciple 
of Mohandas K. Gandhi, the 
leader of the nonviolent revolu­ 
tion against British rule. 
"I believe in freedom of the 
individual because I believe in- 
dividual 
freedom 
leads 
to 
grow th," he once said. "T here­ 
fore, I want to stave off totali­ 
tarian symptoms wherever they 
appear." 
He viewed communism as a 
greater threat to India's demo­ 
cratic socialism than right-wing 
political groups because "of the 
proximity of China and the dis­ 
play of power there which has 
dazzled some of our people." 
Nanda founded the Indian Na­ 
tional Grade Union Congress to 
counter the Communist All-In­ 
dia Trade Union. 
He once described him self as 
a pragm atist and " a Socialist 
but not a M arxist."

The Russians have sent a first 
team, headed by party chief 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, to Mongo­ 
lia. The meaning will not be lost

The Russians appear to have 
clashed head-on with the Chi­ 
nese in Cuba and to have won 
the upper hand at the so-called 
tri continental 
antlQmperialist 
conference there.

to establish pension system s for their employes. 
Both the Kennett and Cape G irardeau city 
councils have adopted resolutions urging passage 
when voters cast th eir ballots on this and two 
other m easures in a special election Friday, 
January 14. 
Of course, this am endm ent is overshadowed 
by the proposed constitutional change to perm it 
reapportionm ent of the M issouri house in the 
legislature. 
N evertheless am endm ent one, the pension sy s­ 
tem proposal, should be approved by the voters. 
T here is a crying need for it in St. Louis 
county partially due to the fact that St. Louis 
city em ployes have a pension plan but there is 
growing need for the plan elsew here in the state. 
The change would perm it city and county gov­ 
ernm ent to be m ore com petitive in attracting 
em ployes. Governm ent is handicapped without 
it. Only St. Louis and Jackson counties would 
be affected im m ediately by passage. 
The amendm ent actually does not set up any­ 
thing or cost anything elsew here. 
It does authorize the state legislature to perm it 
local governm ent to take pension action e lse ­ 
w here. 
But the am endm ent opens the door to p ro­ 
tection of fam ilies of policem en killed or in­ 
jured in line of duty, perm its local government 
to adopt job serv ice program s sim ilar to those 
of private business and industry, providing m ore 
businesslike governm ent, enables local govern­ 
ment to upgrade and im prove public service 
through long range planning of employment 
and puts M issouri in line with 42 other states, 
which now have such program s. 
Under the am endm ent, final action on any 
pension program would be left to local govern­ 
ing bodies. This is a fa ir and reasonable re ­ 
quirem ent. 
C ertainly the sta te ’s m ost populous counties 
should have the 
right to establish pension 
system s for th eir em ployes im m ediately if they 
wish. 
C ities of m ore than 40,000 population may now 
provide pensions for th eir em ployes. 
The large counties m ust h^ve the same privilege 
to attra ct and keep com petent em ployes, espe­ 
cially policem en, who m ust risk their lives 
increasingly as the crim e rate goes up. 
Policem en in these counties have the right to 
expect that th eir fam ilies will be protected if 
they are killed o r injured in line of duty. 
They cannot be blam ed for leaving th eir jobs 
in num bers—as they a re now doing—in the 
absence of any protection.

Industry should not have been accused of trying 
to sabotage the Viet Nam war effort and th reat­ 
ened with cancellation of federal governm ent 
o rd ers for selective increases such as these 
in the first place. 
This is especially true since union labor is 
ignoring in many instances the presidential 
wage guidelines, which are liberal and one­ 
sided by any fair standard of m easurem ent. 
The steel industry has been treated very 
badly for a long tim e by the federal govern­ 
m ent. It has been forced to rescind num erous 
price increases of products after inflationary, 
government approved if not actually coerced 
wage settlem ents have been imposed. 
As a consequence the steel industry has 
been a laggard in the general m anufacturing 
prosperity. Its profits have not kept pace with 
industry as a whole. 
Now happily the Johnson adm inistration has 
found a solution acceptable to it in the stru ctu ral 
steel c risis. It has agreed to perm it a $2.75 
ton increase announced by United States steel. 
Bethlehem and Inland, which e a rlie r had an­ 
nounced a $5 a ton increase, have agreed to 
reconsider. 
If $2.75 gives them sufficient profit and if 
they can live with it com petitively this is a good 
im m ediate solution of the problem . If not they 
should stick by their guns. 
But the governm ent’s record of unfairness to 
the industry, its own inexcusable inflationary 
spending policies, its one-sided, inflationary 
policies applying to union labor, a re not wiped 
out by this single act of conciliation after bitter 
and unw arranted accusations against price in­ 
creases by steel industries. 
It will take m ore than this to rem ove the guilt 
from the hands of governm ent.

Carbon Monoxide is colorless, 
tasteless, non-irritating and al­ 
most odorless. It can kill within 
minutes, depending on the con­ 
centration that is inhaled into 
the lungs. For example, running 
the motor of a car for five 
minutes in a garage with the 
doors shut may mean death. 
The action of carbon monoxide 
is hardly noticeable to an in­ 
dividual who might be exposed, 
because it gradually reduces 
the capacity of the blood to 
carry oxygen to body tissues.

symptoms 
of 
carbon 
monoxide are: Tightness across 
the forehead, followed or ac­ 
companied by throbbing in the 
temples, headache, weariness, 
weakness, dizziness, nausea, 
loss of muscular control and 
increased pulse and respira­ 
tion.

BEERSHEBA — This is the 
city where Abraham banished to 
the desert his illegitimate son 
Ishmael and the boy's mother, 
Hagar, handmaiden of Sarah, 
and where the Lord saved them 
by leading them to a well. It 
was Ishmael from whom sprang 
the Moslem religion. 
If Abraham or Hagar or Ish­ 
mael should come back to Beer- 
sheba today, they would never 
know the place. It’s a city of 
modern apartment houses, sky­ 
scrapers, broad highways and a 
motel with a California - type 
swimming pool. About the only 
thing around to remind you of 
Ishmael is a lone camel behind 
the motel on which you can get 
your picture taken for thirty 
cents. 


The Camel Market, where the 
descendants of Ishmael once 
bartered for the chief means 
of desert locomotion, still oper­ 
ates on Thursdays. But when I 
dropped by not a single camel 
was for sale, and there were 
more tourists snapping pic­ 
tures than Bedouins. Nine years 
ago when I visited Beersheba, 
the Camel Market was thriving 
and Sheik Souleman was busy 
trying to accomplish the near 
miracle of squeezing eight cam­ 
els into one Ford truck. 
In nine years Beersheba has 
jumped from a country town of 
12,000 to a city of 72,000, while 
Israel has jumped from a na­ 
tion of 1,500,000 to 2,500,000. 
Such is the modern miracle 
which the Jewish people have 
wrought in their ancient home­ 
land. 


Below Beersheba in the Negev 
Desert I visited a little army 
camp, Hatzeva, where Israeli 
soldiers, both men and women, 
are building an agricultural set­ 
tlement in lieu of military train­ 
ing. They had drilled a well, 
tapped enough water for irriga­ 
tion, and launched a truck gar­ 
den in the desert. 
Further north, on the level 
lands of Galilee, I saw acres 
and acres of orange groves, 
sugar beets, alfalfa and banan­ 
as, much of it irrigated by over­ 
head sprinklers. 
At Ashdod, 
about 
30 miles 
south of Tel Aviv, a brand new 
seaport has sprung up where 
five years ago there was noth­ 
ing 
but sand dunes. 
A huge 
breakwater 
has been 
built, 
warehouses constructed, 
and 
the harbor had been dredged 
deep enough to permit ships 
to unload right alongside 
the 
seawall. No docks are neces­ 
sary. 
INTEGRATION IN ISRAEL 
I talked 
with some of the 
stevedores unloading bags of 
Czech sugar from a Polish 
steam er. They came from Mo­ 
rocco, Iran, Algeria, Tunisia, 
India, Egypt and Greece, evi­ 
dence of the current immigra­ 


tion of jew s from North Africa. 
No longer do Jews come from 
the former concentration camps 
of Central Europe. They 
are 
chiefly from North Africa and 
Eastern Europe. 
This creates a problem, for 
there is almost as much dif­ 
ference between the North Af­ 
rican Jew and the Central Eu­ 
ropean 
Jew 
as between the 
American Indian and a Man­ 
hattan citizen. The North Af­ 
rican Jew usually speaks Ara­ 
bic, the Central European Jew 
speaks German and Yiddish; 
and some of the latter have felt 
the same way about their chil­ 
dren sitting beside North Afri­ 
can children as the people of 
Little Rock felt about Negroes. 
At another seaport, Haifa, I 
interviewed immigrants arriv­ 
ing 
from 
Russia, 
Poland, 
Romania and Hungary. It isn't 
generally 
known, 
but these 
Communist 
countries 
have 
lifted previous restrictions on 
Jewish emigration, and a steady 
stream has been arriving. 


The 
United Jewish Appeal, 
which operates in Israel 
as 
“ The Jewish Agency," has done 
a remarkable job of settling all 
these immigrants. The man in 
charge, Kalman Levin, has seen 
more than one million immi­ 
grants enter Israeli ports, has 
helped find them jobs, placed 
them where they will get ad­ 
justed in a strange land, and in­ 
tegrated with other types 
of 
Jews 
with as little friction as 
possible. This is not easy. Most 
of these people have only one 
thing in common — their reli­ 
gion. 
Many of the immigrants have 
been assigned jobs even before 
they 
arrive. One Polish wom­ 
an, an accountant, was going to 
Nazareth for six months 
to 
study Hebrew and accounting, 
then would take a job in a local 
textile factory. 


NATION OF TREES 
Another amazing development 
of Israel has been the planting 
of trees. A dozen years ago the 
Jewish National Fund started 
encouraging American Jews to 
plant trees in Israel, and this 
has now been carried to a point 
where not only is every highway 
lined with trees but rocky hill­ 
sides where crops are impossi­ 
ble 
h a ve 
become 
forests. 
Across the border in Jordan 
the hiUs are rocky and barren. 
On the Israeli side of the same 
hills you can't see the rocks for 
the trees. 
I talked with Pinhas Sapir, 
who as Finance Minister has 
the difficult job of finding the 
money for many of these proj­ 
ects. He carries a little black 
book in which he has the essen­ 
tial figures of Israeli econom­ 
ics. Thumbing through it, 
he 
told me that Israel had doubled 
its industrial production and in­ 


declared 
Captain 
Berglund. 
“ Drive with one window slightly 
open no matter how cold it is 
outside.

THE MEANING OF TRADE 
Out of all the varieties of hu­ 
man relationships, 
of man's 
dealing with his fellow man, only 
trade is a strict exchange of 
value for value. 
What is valuable to me may not 
be vaulable to you; 
one man 
might put a much higher valua­ 
tion on the worth of a good or 
service than another. The rea­ 
sons for differing valuations do 
not m atter, so long as the rela­ 
tionship between the parties who 
are trading is wholly free and 
voluntary on both sides. Under 
these circumstances, 
barring 
actual fraud, each person gets 
what he wants, what he 
bar­ 
gained for. 
We tend to think of trade as 
applying only to exchanges of 
money for goods, or for certain 
services. Actually it applies to 
any association among men in 
which everyone has a value to 
offer and these values are ex­ 
changed. 
The obvious case is an employ­ 
e r's decision to hire a man to 
work for him. We do not or­ 
dinarily think of this as trade. 
But, insofar as the decision to 
hire is free, not subject to re­ 
strictive laws, it is in fact a 
trade. It is a trade in prom­ 
ises, a promise of payment for 
a promise of service. But it is 
also a trade in personal eval­ 
uation. The employer thinks the 
new employee is the kind of per­ 
son who will help him, and the 
new employee thinks, or should 
.hink likewise about the em- • 
ployer. 
Because of its nature, trade 
is the soundest and most ra­ 
tional manner of dealing among 
men. Any other kind of dealing 
presumes that one party gets 
more than the other gets, an 
unhealthy situation. But a free 
trade benefits all. HLH 
creased its export of industrial 
goods six times in the past 
ten years. He predicted that by 
1972 Israel would be self-sup­ 
porting.

BATTLE FOR JOHN L. 
LEWIS’S MANTLE 
With the venerable John L. 
Lewis, 85 years old, ill and 
on the sidelines, 
th e 
battle 
opens Monday (Jan. 10) in Wash­ 
ington for the leadership of the 
United Mine Workers. 
The Mine Workers, once con­ 
sidered the most powerful un­ 
ion in the country, is now headed 
by Tony Boyle, president, hand- 
picked by John L., but now re­ 
ported straying from the ideas 
of his mentor. He is pushing 
Harrison Combs to be the new 
vice 
president of the UMW, 
replacing 
Raymond L e w i s , 
younger brother of John L., 
who at 65 is retiring for age. 
Combs is assistant law direct­ 
or of the United Mine Workers, 
and there is opposition to him 
because the UMW constitution 
requires 
that 
officials must 
have 
had a certain amount of 
mine experience. Combs claims 
to have worked in the mines of 
Kentucky in his youth, but other 
leaders claim he is a white col­ 
lar worker, never really got his 
face black with coal dust. 
They also claim that Boyle is 
pushing Combs for the vacancy 
while John L. Lewis is sick and 
unable to keep his hand on the 
throttle of the union whose des­ 
tiny he once 
so 
vigorously 
guided. 
District 5 in Pittsburgh, one 
of the biggest branches of the 
UMW, has voted to support Joe 
Yablonski, instead of Combs. 
Representatives of all 31 dis­ 
tricts, meeting in Washington 
this week, will finally decide 
whether a pick-swinging miner 
or so-called bookworm shall be 
elected to the spot where auto­ 
matically he will later become 
oresident.

Subway Strike 
Seen Killing 
Chance for Repeal of “ Right- 
to-Work Law" 
WASHINGTON 
D. C .~ ‘Twas 
the morning after the C hrist­ 
mas week holidays and in the 
White House the President got 
the telephones ringing early 
—especially to Labor Secretary 
Wirtz. 
It was about a matter of stalled 
subways, 
not usually on 
the 
President's own dawn patrol. 
Why this special interest in the 
big city's weirdly quiet under­ 
ground? The answer, according 
to some of his associates, is 
in the fact that Mr. Johnson 
makes a fetish of keeping his 
prom ises. He keeps them on a 
sort of timetable. 
And 
the 
subway strike was disrupting 
his schedule of strategy. 
The President, in private and 
public letters, in secret and 
broadcast telephone talks, and 
in personal conversation had 
pledged labor he would fight 
hard for repeal of the law 
which permits states to ban the 
union shop and dues checkoff. 
With the President, everything 
was timing. Here it was 
the 
morning of Jan. 3, and Mike 
Quill’s 
long needle had par­ 
alyzed New York. Fortunately, 
for labor, Congress had decided 
to reconvene on the tenth and not 
on the third — or right then 
and there, there would have been 
roars for tough no-strike laws. 
So the President wanted 
to 
learn from his labor adviser 
just 
how 
critical conditions 
were in New York City. 
Last year, President Johnson 
had delayed making the fight to 
repeal Fourteen B early in the 
session because of the 44-day 
multi - million -dollar water­ 
front 
strike. The steel labor 
crisis did not ease m atters, 
either. So he held off until the 
end of the session. 
Now, a year later, Mike Quill 
roared in with a frank public- 
be-damned, let the streets be 
jammed, 
pray for a blizzard, 
transit strike. 
In the days which followed the 
first phone call to Bill Wirtz, 
the President reportedly agreed 
with the sentiments of one of 
the nation’s most famous labor 
leaders. 
The 
latter 
said in 
strong prose hardly weakened 
by mixed metaphors; 
“ This strike is far more than 
a transit tie-up. It is more a 
calamity to labor in the long run 
than to the public. 
“ The moral fibre of the labor 
movement has been on trial. It 
faced choosing between being 


public-spirited or damning the 
public saying that any strike is 
a right strike, whether it is right 
or wrong. The transit stoppage 
has taken labor right out of the 
public domain and has reduced 
it to a special interest pres­ 
sure group. We all know what 
happens 
to special 
interest 
groups sooner or later." 
This sentiment amongst some 
national policy-making 
labor 
leaders 
— though expressed 
off-the-record — has 
been 
flash-firing throughout the land. 
This and some other problems, 
mostly tactical, caused labor’s 
high command to call an emer­ 
gency, one-day session of the 
newly revamped AFL-CIOExe­ 
cutive Council. 
Their problem — and thus the 
President’s — was that they 
were back in the same predica­ 
ment they were in last January 
—only more so. However, they 
are set to push for repeal of the 
law as soon as possible after 
the Viet Nam special supple­ 
mental 
appropriation bill is 
passed. 
Jvst how strongly the Presi­ 
dent will swing in behind them 
in view of what choked up the 
gigantic metropolis is not cer­ 
tain. 
They will need his help not 
only to 
kill the ban on the un­ 
ion shop but to get high mini­ 
mum wages and for something 
called “ situs picketing." (This 
would make it possible for the 
building unions to picket a con­ 
tractor on a mass construction 
project in a manner which could 
prevent employes of other con­ 
tractors on the same project 
from going to work, despite the 
fact that their companies have 
no labor trouble.) 
The President will take a pass 
at all this. But he is aware of 
the chill and resentment spread 
through the country by the sub­ 
way strike. The 
stoppage 
proved that one union local with 
the support of its national chief 
— and even without such sanc­ 
tion — can paralyze a communi­ 
ty of eight million; can defy the 
law, the authorities and the na­ 
tional labor chiefs. 
This is virtually absolute pow­ 
e r. And there are thousands of 
local union chiefs such as the 
Transport 
Workers 
Union’s 
leaders. 
The President is not enthus­ 
iastic 
over identifying with 
them. 
So labor may find that because 
of a quill its goose was cooked 
and will not lay any golden eggs 
this season.

Some 
interest is being taken in Southeast 
Missouri in a proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment to permit local government subdivisions 
to establish pension system s for their employes. 
Both the Kennett and Cape Girardeau city 
councils have adopted resolutions urging passage 
when voters cast their ballots on this and two 
other m easures in a special election Friday, 
January 14. 
Of course, this amendment is overshadowed 
by the proposed constitutional change to permit 
reapportionment of the M issouri house in the 
legislature. 
N evertheless amendment one, the pension sy s­ 
tem proposal, should be approved by the voters. 
There is a crying need for it in St. Louis 
county partially due to the fact that St. Louis 
city employes have a pension plan but there is 
growing need for the plan elsewhere in the state. 
The change would permit city and county gov­ 
ernment to be more competitive in attracting 
employes. Government is handicapped without 
it. Only St. Louis and Jackson counties would 
be affected immediately by passage. 
The amendment actually does not set up any­ 
thing or cost anything elsew here. 
It does authorize the state legislature to permit 
local government to take pension action e lse ­ 
where. 
But the amendment opens the door to pro­ 
tection of fam ilies of policemen killed or in­ 
jured in line of duty, perm its local government 
to adopt job service programs sim ilar to those 
of private business and industry, providing more 
businesslike government, enables local govern­ 
ment to upgrade and improve public service 
through long range planning of employment 
and puts M issouri in line with 42 other states, 
which now have such programs. 
Under the amendment, final action on any 
pension program would be left to local govern­ 
ing bodies. This is a fair and reasonable re­ 
quirement. 
Certainly the state’s most populous counties 
should have the right to establish pension 
system s for their employes immediately if they 
wish. 
C ities of more than 40,000 population may now 
provide pensions for their em ployes. 
The large counties must hjive the same privilege 
to attract and keep competent em ployes, espe­ 
cially policemen, who must risk their lives 
increasingly as the crim e rate goes up. 
Policemen in these counties have the right to 
expect that their fam ilies will be protected if 
they are killed or injured in line of duty. 
They cannot be blamed for leaving their jobs 
in numbers—as they are now doing--in the 
absence of any protection.

But on this issue of accept­ 
ing government money for their colleges they 
come about as close to it as you w ill ever 
find this side of heaven. The story tells how one 
convention after another rejected the proffered 
Federal aid in thunderous crescendo. 
It cost them money, bushels of it, which the 
Federal Government was begging them to take. 
They turned down m illions—not casually, for 
their schools need support--but after prolonged 
and grim debate. They will cut their institutions 
back if necessary rather than accept government 
financing and control. 
The Seventh-day Adventists have done the sam e. 
They did it deliberately, with their eyes open. 
They knew very well what a bonanza government 
aid would have been. They looked the thing in 
the eye and said, “ No.” 
The Baptists and the Adventists will renew 
the faith of many who were about to lose it. 
One hardly expects ordinary groups to reject 
the government gold so universally available. 
Their leaders are only human. Money will not 
lie around long without takers. 
But the churches ought to be different. There 
should be in them that which refuses to be 
bought or bribed. Where others quickly suc­ 
cumb they should hold firm. 
The Baptists and the Adventists have now done 
Just that. They have rejected the easy money 
for their institutions in order to keep them 
free and voluntary. 
What if all other churches would do as these 
huve done? What if they all told the United 
States Government to take the money and help 
some other poor folks? We believe that the 
churches would instantly regain a large measure 
of the popular respect and esteem which has been 
slipping away in recent years. 
It would rather neatly demonstrate that the 
churches are 
interested in something else 
besides money.

A decision by Bethlehem Steel and Inland 
Steel to stand firm on a price increase on 
some specialty 
steel products 
should have 
public approval. 
Industry should not have been accused of trying 
to sabotage the Viet Nam war effort and threat­ 
ened with cancellation of federal government 
orders for selective increases such as these 
in the first place. 
This is especially true since union labor is 
ignoring in many instances the presidential 
wage guidelines, which are liberal and one- 
by any fair standard of measurement. 
steel industry has been treated very 
for a long tim e by the federal govern- 
It has been forced to rescind numerous 
price increases of products after inflationary, 
government approved if not actually coerced 
wage settlem ents have been imposed. 
As a consequence the steel industry has 
been a laggard in the general manufacturing 
prosperity. Its profits have not kept pace with 
industry as a whole. 
Now happily the Johnson administration has 
found a solution acceptable to it in the structural 
steel crisis. It has agreed to permit a $2.75 
ton increase announced by United States steel. 
Bethlehem and Inland, which earlier had an­ 
nounced a $5 a ton increase, have agreed to 
reconsider. 
If $2.75 gives them sufficient profit and if 
they can live with it competitively this is a good 
immediate solution of the problem. If not they 
should stick by their guns. 
But the government’s record of unfairness to 
the industry, its own inexcusable inflationary 
spending policies, its one-sided, inflationary 
policies applying to union labor, are not wiped 
out by this single act of conciliation after bitter 
and unwarranted accusations against price in­ 
creases by steel industries. 
It will take more than this to remove the guilt 
from the hands of eovernment.

The Missouri Highway Patrol

Captain John A. Qerglund,head 
of the Patrol's Safety Division, 
said that the silent killer, as 
carbon 
monoxide 
has been 
called, is not necessarily the 
sole cause of such mishaps, but 
‘can be a contributing factor. 
Fumes from a faulty exhaust 
system of a motor vehicle can 
combine with monotony of a long 
trip, sleeplessness or some 
other physical condition to lull 
a driver into unconsciousness. 
“ We suspect,” said Captain 
Berglund, “ that many one-car 
accidents, rear-end collisions 
and accidents in which the driv­ 
ers say 'I fell asleep* may have 
been 
caused 
by 
carbon 
monoxide.” 


Carbon Monoxide is colorless, 
tasteless, non-irritatingandal­ 
most odorless. It can kill within 
minutes, depending on the con- 
, centration that is inhaled into 
the lungs. For example, running 
the motor of a car for five 
minutes in a garage with the 
doors shut may mean death. 
The action of carbon monoxide 
is hardly noticeable to an in­ 
dividual who might be exposed, 
because it gradually reduces 
the capacity of the blood to 
carry oxygen to body tissues. 
The 
symptoms 
of 
carbon 
monoxide are: Tightness across 
the forehead, followed or ac­ 
companied by throbbing in the 
temples, headache, weariness, 
weakness, dizziness, nausea, 
loss of muscular control and 
increased pulse and respira­ 
tion.

BEERSHEBA — This is the 
city where Abraham banished to 
the desert his illegitimate son 
Ishmael and the boy's mother, 
Hagar, handmaiden of Sarah, 
and where the Lord saved them 
by leading them to a well. It 
was Ishmael from whom sprang 
the Moslem religion. 
If Abraham or Hagar or Ish­ 
mael should come back to Beer­ 
sheba today, they would never 
know the place. It's a city of 
modern apartment houses, sky­ 
scrapers, broad highways anda 
motel with a California - type 
swimming pool. About the only 
thing around to remind you of 
Ishmael is a lone camel behind 
the motel on which you can get 
your picture taken for thirty 
cents. 


The Camel Market, where the 
descendants of Ishmael once 
bartered for the chief means 
of desert locomotion, still oper­ 
ates on Thursdays. But when I 
dropped by not a single camel 
was for sale, and there were 
more tourists snapping pic­ 
tures than Bedouins. Nine years 
ago when I visited Beersheba, 
the Camel Market was thriving 
and Sheik Soule man was busy 
trying to accomplish the near 
miracle of squeezing eight cam­ 
els into one Ford truck. 
In nine years Beersheba has 
jumped from a country town of 
12,000 to a city of 72,000, while 
Israel has jumped from a na­ 
tion of 1,500,000 to 2,500,000. 
Such is the modern miracle 
which the Jewish people have 
wrought in their ancient home­ 
land. 


Below Beersheba in the Negev 
Desert I visited a little army 
camp, Hatzeva, where Israeli 
soldiers, both men and women, 
are building an agricultural set­ 
tlement in lieu of military train­ 
ing. They had drilled a well, 
tapped enough water for irriga­ 
tion, and launched a truck gar­ 
den in the desert. 
Further north, on the level 
lands of Galilee, I saw acres 
and acres of orange groves, 
sugar beets, alfalfa and banan­ 
as, much of It irrigated by over­ 
lie ad sprinklers. 
At Ashdod, 
about 
30 miles 
south of Tel Aviv, a brand new 
seaport has sprung up where 
five years ago there was noth­ 
ing 
but sand dunes, 
a huge 
breakwater 
has been 
built, 
warehouses constructed, 
and 
the harbor had been dredged 
deep enough to permit ships 
to unload right alongside 
the 
seawall, No docks are neces­ 
sary.

No longer do Jews come from 
the former concentration camps 
of Central Europe. They are 
chiefly from North Africa and 
Eastern Europe. 
This creates a problem, for 
there is almost as much dif­ 
ference between the North Af­ 
rican Jew and the Central Eu­ 
ropean Jew as between the 
American Indian and a Man­ 
hattan citizen. The North Af­ 
rican Jew usually speaks Ara­ 
bic, the Central European Jew 
speaks German and Yiddish;

The man in 
charge, Kalman Levin, has seen 
more than one million immi­ 
grants enter Israeli ports, lias 
helped find them jobs, placed 
them where they will get ad­ 
justed in a strange land, and in­ 
tegrated with other types 
of 
Jews with as little friction as 
possible. This Is not easy. Most 
of these people have only one 
thing in common — their reli­ 
gion. 
Many of the immigrants have 
been assigned jobs even before 
they 
arrive. One Polish wom­ 
an, an accountant, was going to 
Nazareth for six months 
to 
study Hebrew and accounting, 
then would take a job in a local 
textile factory. 


NATION OF TREES 
Another amazing development 
of Israel has been the planting 
of trees, A dozen years ago the 
Jewish National Fund started 
encouraging American Jews to 
plant trees In Israel, and this 
has now teen carried to a point 
where not only is every highway 
lined with trees but rocky hill­ 
sides where crops are impossi­ 
ble 
have become 
forests. 
Across the border in jordan 
the hills are rocky and barren. 
On the Israeli side of the same 
hills you can't see the rocks for 
the trees.

THE MEANING OF TRADE 
Out of all the varieties of hu­ 
man relationships, 
of man's 
dealing with his fellow man, only 
trade is a strict exchange of 
value tor value. 
What is valuable tome may not 
be vaulable to you; one man 
might put a much higher valua­ 
tion on the worth of a good or 
service than another. The rea­ 
sons for differing valuations do 
not matter, so long as the rela­ 
tionship between the parties who 
are trading is wholly free and 
voluntary on both sides. Under 
these circumstances, barring 
actual fraud, each person gets 
what he wants, what he bar­ 
gained for. 
We tend to think of trade as 
applying only to exchanges of 
money for goods, or for certain 
services. Actually it applies to 
any association among men in 
which everyone has a value to 
offer and these values are ex­ 
changed. 
The obvious case is an employ­ 
er's decision to hire a man to 
work for him. We do not or­ 
dinarily think of this as trade. 
But, insofar as the decision to 
hire is free, not subject to re­ 
strictive laws, it is in fact a 
trade. It is a trade in prom­ 
ises, a promise of payment for 
a promise of service. But it is 
also a trade in personal eval­ 
uation. The employer thinks the 
new employee is the kind of per­ 
son who wUl help him, and the 
new employee thinks, or should 
diink likewise about the em- • 
ployer. 
Because of its nature, trade 
is the soundest and most ra­ 
tional manner of dealing among 
men. Any other kind of dealing 
presumes that one party gets 
more than the other gets, an 
unhealthy situation. But a free 
trade benefits all. HLH 
creased its export of industrial 
goods six times in the past 
ten years. He predicted that by 
1972 Israel would be self-sup­ 
porting.

BATTLE FOR JOHN L. 
LEWIS’S MANTLE 
With the venerable John L. 
Lewis, 85 years old, ill and 
on the sidelines, 
th e battle 
opens Monday (Jan. IO) in Wash­ 
ington for the leadership of the 
United Mine Workers. 
Tile Mine Workers, once con­ 
sidered the most powerful un­ 
ion in the country, is now headed 
by Tony Boyle, president, hand- 
picked by john L., but now re­ 
ported straying from the ideas 
of his mentor. He is pushing 
Harrison Combs to be the new 
vice 
president of the UMW, 
replacing Raymond L e w i s , 
younger brother of John L., 
who at 65 is retiring for age. 
Combs is assistant law direct­ 
or of the United Mine Workers, 
and there is opposition to him 
because the UMW constitution 
requires 
that officials must 
have 
had a certain amount of 
mine experience. Combs claims 
to have worked in the mines of 
Kentucky in his youth, but other 
leaders claim he is a white col­ 
lar worker, never really got his 
face black with coal dust. 
They also claim that Boyle is 
pushing Combs for the vacancy 
while John L. Lewis is sick and 
unable to keep his hand on the 
throttle of the union whose des­ 
tiny he once so 
vigorously 
guided. 
District 5 in Pittsburgh, one 
of the biggest branches of the 
UMW, has voted to support Joe 
Yablonski, instead of Combs. 
Representatives of all 31 dis­ 
tricts, meeting in Washington 
this week, will finally decide 
whetter a pick-swinging miner 
or so-called bookworm shall be 
elected to the spot where auto­ 
matically he will later become 
oresident.

Subway Strike 
Seen Killing 
Chance for Repeal of “Rlght- 
to-Work Law” 
WASHINGTON, D. C.—‘Twas 
the morning after the Christ­ 
mas week holidays and in the 
White House the President got 
the telephones ringing early 
—especially to Labor Secretary 
Wirtz. 
It was about a matter of stalled 
subways, 
not usually on the 
President's own dawn patrol. 
\ S ! y t hi- spfCi.il lute r f st iii tin* 
big city's weirdly quiet under­ 
ground? The answer, according 
to some of his associates, is 
in the fact that Mr. Johnson 
makes a fetish of keeping his 
promises, He keeps them on a 
sort of timetable. 
And 
the 
subway strike was disrupting 
his schedule of strategy, 
Hie President, in private and 
public letters, in secret and 
broadcast telephone talks, and 
in personal conversation had 
pledged labor he would fight 
hard for repeal of the law 
which permits states to ban the 
union shop and dues checkoff. 
With the President, everything 
was timing. Here it was the 
morning of Jan. 3, and Mike 
Quill’s long needle had par­ 
alyzed New York. Fortunately, 
for labor, Congress had decided 
to reconvene on the tenth and not 
on the third — or right then 
and there, there would have teen 
IMM tov (MNI nf-firttoi laM* 
So tte President wanted 
to 
learn from his labor adviser 
just how critical conditions 
were in New York City. 
Last year, President Johnson 
had delayed making the fight to 
repeal Fourteen B early in the 
session because of the 44-day 
multi - million -dollar water­ 
front strike. The steel labor 
crisis did not ease matters, 
either. So he held off until the 
end of the session. 
Now, a year later, Mike Quill 
roared in with a frank public- 
te-damned, let the streets be 
jammed, pray for a blizzard, 
transit strike, 
In the days which followed the 
first phone call to Bill Wirtz, 
the President reportedly agreed 
with the sentiments of one of 
the nation's most famous later 
leaders, 
Tile 
latter said in 
strong prose hardly weakened 
by mixed metaphors: 
“ This strike is far more than 
a 
t ra i^ it ti e- u p . it is m o r e a 
calamity to later in the long run 
than to the public . 
“ The moral fibre of the labor 
movement has teen on trial, It 
faced choosing between being 


public-spirited or damning the 
public saying that any strike is 
a right strike, whether it is right 
or wrong. The transit stoppage 
has taken labor right out of the 
public domain and has reduced 
it to a special interest pres­ 
sure group. We all know what 
happens 
to special 
interest 
groups sooner or later.” 
This sentiment amongst some 
national policy-making 
labor 
leaders — though expressed 
off-the-record — has 
been 
flash-firing throughout the land. 
This and some other problems, 
mostly tactical, caused labor's 
high command to call an emer­ 
gency, one-day session of the 
newly revamped AFL-CIOExe­ 
cutive Council, 
Their problem — and thus the 
President’s — was that they 
were back in the same predica­ 
ment they were in last January 
—only more so. However, they 
are set to push for repeal of the 
law as soon as possible after 
the Viet Nam special supple­ 
mental 
appropriation bill is 
passed. 
Just how strongly the Presi­ 
dent will swing in behind them 
in view of what choked up the 
gigantic metropolis is not cer­ 
tain. 
They will need his help not 
only to kill the ban on the un­ 
ion shop but to get high mini­ 
mum wages and for something 
called “ situs picketing.” (This 
would make It possible tor the 
building unions to picket a con­ 
tractor on a mass construction 
project in a manner which could 
prevent employes of other con­ 
tractors on the same project 
from going to work, despite the 
fact that their companies have 
no labor trouble.) 
The President will take apass 
at all this. But he is aware of 
the chill and resentment spread 
through the country by the sub­

And he threatened action in a 
higher court • Commissioner 
Pete R ozelle's—by saying "The 
B ears must take whatever steps 
are needed to protect our best 
in terest." 
Halas pointed out that Allen 
still had two years to go on his 
contiact with the Bears and had 
been 
expected to fulfill the 
term s of his agreement.

Very close to $71 billion worth 
of construction will be put in 
place in 1966. That total will 
represent an increase of about 
4 per cent over 1965; it will 
also set a new record, just 
as 1965 set a new record—but 
when the growth figure is dis­ 
counted for inflation, it’s not 
very dram atic. 
Nor does the total figure tell 
us very much. The construction 
industry is the nation’s largest, 
but it’s also the most diverse. 
Construction activity can be 
booming in one part of the coun­ 
try while languishing in another. 
Even in the sam e part of the 
country, there can be high de­ 
mand for some types of con­ 
struction and little demand for 
others. Sub-industries, such as 
those involved in constructing 
hardened 
m issile sites, can 
spring up to provide tens of 
millions of dollars worth of 
construction 
work, 
and then 
fade away. 
What this adds up to is the 
fact that to be understood at all, 
the industry must be looked at 
piecem eal. 
There is no handy 
“ unit” of construction. There 
is not even a reasonable way

another. The only yardstick is 
dollars, which change in value 
too. 
The biggest sector of the con­ 
struction industry is housing. 
Residential 
construction 
— 
houses and apartm ents—takes 
about 30 per cent of money spent

And in the 
home-building field, the last 
two years have been soft ones, 
particularly in the W est. I think 
now that the slack has just about 
been taken up. The post-W orld 
War II baby crop is approaching 
m arriageable age and will begin 
to exert a substantial influence 
on housing sta rts, so housing 
should enter a period of natural 
growth. By the second half of 
1966, this growth will get an 
additional push from the hous­ 
ing legislation passed by the 
Congress this year, particular­ 
ly after Congress follows it up 
with appropriation for the rent 
supplement program . 
For the 
full year of 1966, spending for 
new homes should approach $21 
billion, or up 5 per cent from 
1965—but most of this growth 
will show up in the second half 
of the year. 
The expansion in home-build­ 
ing will send ripples throughout

New federal pollu­ 
tion control 
regulations will 
cause a spurt in building sew­ 
ers and treatm ent plants. And 
although federal spending for 
space 
facilities and m issile 
bases dropped 50 per cent this 
year, and will be cut in half 
again next year, this slack will 
be partly taken up by construc­ 
tion related to the war in Viet­ 
nam. 
Com m ercial building — stores 
and offices — will continue to 
expand in line with the expan­ 
sion of the economy. But the 
steam , I think, is running out 
of the industrial construction 
boom. Plant capacity is being 
added at a very high rate right 
now, and this rate will continue 
into the early months of 1966, 
but it should ease off as the 
• year goes along so that indus­ 
try’ can digest its new capacity.

SUPREME COURT OPENS 
FIRST OF THREE TERMS 
A new term for the M issouri 
Supreme Court opens this week 
with some 35 crim inal cases 
on its dockets and an additional 
102 civil cases to decide. It 
is the first of three term s to 
be held by the state’s High 
Court; the other two term s 
will open in April and Septem­ 
ber. 
The number of crim inal cases 
is 
sm aller than 
norm al— 
“ usually it’s between 40 and 
50” — according to Attorney 
G eneral Norman Anderson’s of­ 
fice, whose job it is to uphold 
and defend the legal “ co rrect­ 
ness” of convictions handed 
out in lower courts. 
The first three days of the 
term will be devoted to crim i­ 
nal cases, as the seven judges 
split into two Divisions and 
work 
with the six Supreme 
Court com m issioners on 34 of 
the cases. 
Division No. 1, which consists 
of four judges and three com­ 
m issioners, will handle 18 of 
the cases; Division No. 2, con­ 
sisting of the remaining three 
judges and three com mission­ 
e rs, will hear 16 cases. 
The Supreme Court Com mis­ 
sioners, generally outstanding 
lawyers or form er judges who 
are appointed to 4-year term s 
by the Court, help to expedite 
the 
work load of the Court 
under the division system in 
M issouri. Com m issioners wear 
the sam e robes as the judges, 
are paid the sam e, can write 
opinions, but don’t have the 
sam e power as the judges them­ 
selves. 
If, for example, a com mis­ 
sioner in one of the divisions 
w rites an opinion to which one 
of the divisional judges dis­ 
sents (although the 
division 
m ajority may concur), the case 
goes before the Supreme Court 
in banc — that is, all seven 
judges sitting together, without 
com m issioners. The Court may 
still adopt and issue such an 
opinion, if the m ajority of the 
bench concurs with the com­ 
m issioner’s opinion. 
While 
most of the crim inal 
cases — ranging from forgery 
to m urder — are decided by 
the two divisions, cases which 
involve the death penalty also 
have to be heard by the Court 
in banc. There is one such case 
on the docket this term , sched­ 
uled for January 25. 
There are additional instances 
where the Court may sit in banc; 
a case, for example, where a 
federal question is involved in 
a lower court case and is sub­ 
sequently tran sferred to the 
High Court; cases in one of the 
Divisions where a conflict has 
become apparent; cases involv­ 
ing 
“ extraordinary rem edy” 
such as writs of prohibition.

James W. Walter

Very close to $71 billion worth 
of construction will be put in 
place in 1966. That total will 
represent an increase of about 
4 per cent over 1965; it will 
also set a new record, just 
as 1965 set a new record—but 
when the growth figure is dis­ 
counted for inflation, ifs not 
very dramatic. 
Nor does the total figure tell 
US very much. The construction 
industry is the nation’s largest, 
but ifs also the most diverse. 
Construction activity can be 
booming in one part of the coun­ 
try while languishing in another. 
Even in the same part of the 
country, there can be high de­ 
mand for some types of con­ 
struction and little demand for 
others. Sub-industries, such as 
those involved in constructing 
hardened 
missile sites, can 
spring up to provide tens of 
millions of dollars worth of 
construction 
work, 
and then 
fade away. 
What this adds up to is the 
fact that to be understood at all, 
the industry must be looked at 
piecemeal. There is no handy 
“ unit” of construction. There 
is not even a reasonable way 
to compare 
one dam with 
another. The only yardstick is 
dollars, which change in value 
too. 
The biggest sector of the con­ 
struction industry is housing. 
Residential 
construction 
— 
houses and apartments—takes 
about 30 per cent of money spent 
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in 
construction. 
And in the 
home-building field, the last 
two years have been soft ones, 
particularly in the West. I think 
now that the slack has just about 
been taken up. The post-World 
War II baby crop is approaching 
marriageable age and will begin 
to exert a substantial influence 
on housing starts, so housing 
should enter a period of natural 
growth. By the second half of 
1966, this growth will get an 
additional push from the hous­ 
ing legislation passed by the 
Congress this year, particular­ 
ly after Congress follows it up 
with appropriation for the rent 
supplement program. 
For the 
full year of 1966, spending for 
new homes should approach $21 
billion, or up 5 per cent from 
1965—but most of this growth 
will show up in the second half 
of the year. 
The expansion In home-build­ 
ing will send ripples throughout 
the economy, and not merely in 
Immediately related construc­ 
tion of schools, shopping cen­ 
ters, churches, and utilities. 
Last year Peter Kiewit, one of 
the giants of heavy construction, 
told this forum that 70 per cent 
of all lumber and 75 per cent 
of all window glass production 
is consumed by the construc­ 
tion Industry. The industry also 
represents a major market for 
a very wide range of products 
utilized in construction. Home 
insurance 
brokers 
and, of 
course, 
mortgage 
bankers 
watch homebuilding closely. 
Federal spending programs 
will affect other areas of con­ 
struction even more directly 
than 
they will affect home­ 
building. Highway building will 
be stimulated by the push to 
complete the Interstate System 
on schedule. New federal pollu­ 
tion control regulations will 
cause a spurt in building sew­ 
ers and treatment plants. And 
although federal spending for 
space 
facilities and missile 
bases dropped 50 per cent this 
year, and will be cut in half 
again next year, this slack will 
be partly taken up by construc­ 
tion related to the war in Viet­ 
nam. 
Commercial building — stores 
and offices — will continue to 
expand in line with the expan­ 
sion of the economy. But the 
steam, I think, is running out 
of the industrial construction 
boom. Plant capacity is being 
added at a very high rate right 
now, and this rate will continue 
into the early months of 1966, 
but It should ease off as the 
year goes along so that Indus- 
i) try can digest its new capacity.

SUPREME COURT OPENS 
FIRST OF THREE TERMS 
A new term for the Missouri 
Supreme Court opens this week 
with some 35 criminal cases 
on Its dockets and an additional 
102 civil cases to decide. It 
is the first of three terms to 
be held by the state’s High 
Court; the other two terms 
will open in April and Septem­ 
ber. 
The number of criminal cases 
is 
smaller than 
normal— 
“ usually it's between 40 and 
50” — according to Attorney 
General Norman Anderson’s of­ 
fice, whose job it is to uphold 
and defend the legal “ correct­ 
ness” of convictions handed * 
out in lower courts. 
The first three days of the 
term will be devoted to crimi­ 
nal cases, as the seven judges 
split into two Divisions and 
work 
with the six Supreme 
Court commissioners on 34 of 
the cases. 
Division No. I, which consists 
of four judges and three com­ 
missioners, will handle 18 of 
the cases; Division No. 2, con­ 
sisting of the remaining three 
judges and three commission­ 
ers, will hear 16 cases. 
The Supreme Court Commis­ 
sioners, generally outstanding 
lawyers or former judges who 
are appointed to 4-year terms 
by the Court, help to expedite 
the work load of the Court 
under the division system in 
Missouri. Commissioners wear 
the same robes as the judges, 
are paid the same, can write 
opinions, but don’t have the 
same power as the judges them­ 
selves. 
It, for example, a commis­ 
sioner in one of the divisions 
writes an opinion to which one 
of the divisional judges dis­ 
sents (although the 
division 
majority may concur), the case 
goes before the Supreme Court 
in banc -- that is, all seven 
judges sitting together, wittiout 
commissioners. The Court may 
still adopt and issue such an 
opinion, if the majority of the 
bench concurs with the com­ 
missioner’s opinion. 
While most of the criminal 
cases — ranging from forgery 
to murder — are decided by 
the two divisions, cases which 
involve the death penalty also 
have to be heard by the Court 
in banc. There is one such case 
on the docket this term, sched­ 
uled for January 25. 
There are additional instances 
where the Court may sit in banc; 
a case, for example, where a 
federal question Is involved in 
a lower court case and is sub­ 
sequently transferred to the 
High Court; cases in one of the 
Divisions where a conflict has 
bi1 come apparent; caries involv­ 
ing 
“extraordinary remedy” 
such as writs of prohibition.
